DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' Response to Final Office Action, received 8 June 2009, is acknowledged. 
Claims 15, 16, 19, 40, 43, 44 and 51 have been amended. Claims 33, 35, 36, 37 and 39 have 

been cancelled. 

2. Claims 15-19, 40-49 and 51-60 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections Moot or Withdrawn 

3. The rejection of claims 33, 35-37 and 39 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for discrimination between infected and non-infected subjects, is moot in light 
of the cancellation of the claims. 

4. The rejection of claims 15-19, 40-49, and 51-60 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for discrimination between infected and non-infected subjects, is withdrawn 
in light of the amendments of the claims. 

Conclusion 

5. Claims 15-19, 40-49 and 51-60 are allowed.
